To remove mildew from clothes 
mix equal parts soft soap with pow- 
dered starch, half as much salt and

Suet chopped fine and rendered in

Tips for the Cook, 

The juice will not boil out of an 
apple or berry pie if you dat bits 
of butter or substitute near the out- 
er edge 

When baking cakes sprinkle a lit- 
tle salt in the oven under the bak- 
ing tins, and the cakes will not easi- 
ly burn 

A cook stove can be kept from 
rusting while not in use by rubbing 
it with a woolen rag saturated with 
linseed oll. 

When baking beans, grease inside 
of utensil in which they are to be 
cooked, with a piece of pork then 
cook it with the beans, This saves 
much labor when beans are removed. 

Woolen garments should be rinsed 
in clean soap suds instead of clear 
water 

To remove stains from a gabardine 
frock, sponge with warm water to 
which a litte liquid ammonia has 
been added 

When washng chamois, use luke- 
warm water, in which has been dis- 
solved some flakes. Never rub it, but 
squeeze the soll from the chamois. It 
sometimes requires several suds to 
clean it. Rinse the chamois in water 
of the same temperature and with 
just a little soap While drying, 
crush the chamois in the hands free 
quentiy to keep it soft 

Add a tablespoonful of ice water 
to the white of an egg and beat in 
usual way. It will nearly double the
